STIMSON AGREEMENT 
TO BE CARRIED OUT 


President Believes Presence 
of Forces Has Put End 
to Civil Warfare. 


(Associated Press.) 

President Coolidge believes that the 
United States can still be helpful to 
Nicaragua by assisting the people of 
that country to choose its government 
in spite of the action of the Nicaraguan 
house in rejecting a few days ago the 
McCoy bill providing for supervision of 
the coming election by the Marine 
Corps. 

This view was reflected late In the 
day by an announcement from the 
Navy Department that two additiona) 
battalions of marines had been ordered 
to the little Central American republic 
to reinforce the 2,700 already on duty 
there. 

Commenting on this. development 
Secretary Wilbur said the additional 
marine forces were to be used primarily 
for overseeing the coming elections and 
not for action against Gen. Sandino, al- 
though the troops may be employed to 
further the general activities of the} 
marines in Nicaragua. 

While President Coolidge doubts that 
the legislation embodied in the McCoy 
bill was absolutely necessary to the exe- 
cution of the Stimson agreement, pro- 
viding for supervision of the elections. 
he feels that it would have been desir- 
able. 

Believes Marines Have Helped. 


Mr. Coolidge is of the opinion that 
the presence of the marines already has 
worked to the advantage of the Nita- 
raguan people, inasmuch as !t has put 
'an end to the actual civil war and has 
| given to the strife-torn little country a 
year of peace, allowing the citizens 
with a few exceptions, to return to their 
ordinary occupations, 

The problem now confronting the 
Washington Government, in Mr Cool- 
idge’s opinion, is that of devising some 
plan under which the United States can 
fulfil its obligations under the Stimson 
agreement according to the originai 
spirit of that pact—one of helpfulness 
to the Nicaraguan people in the selec- 
tion of its public officials.

Coolidge Letter Angers 
Porto Rican Legislators

San Juan, Porto Rico, March 16.— 
The blast from the White House di- 
rected at the Porto Rican independence 
movement blew the lid off the Porto 
Rican political cauldron today. The 
cloak rooms of the legislature, both 
chambers of which are overwhelmingly 
composed of politicians promoting the 
movement for a wholly autonomous 
Porto Rico, rang with denunciations 
of President Coolidge’s attitude of an- 
tagonism to their aims. 

Antonio R. Barcelo, president of the 
senate, and Jose Toussoto, speaker of 
the house, authors of the “give me 
liberty or give me death” memorial to 
the American people and other ad- 
dresses which elicited the President's 
reproof, began the preparation of a re- 
joinder to Mr. Coolidge more volumt. 
nous than his own letter. For the 
time being they have contented them- 
selves with the issuance of this state- 
ment: 

“We have read the document and 
fully realize the extraordinary respon- 


sibility placed on us in the eyes of 
the country and of the world. There- 
fore, we need time to analyze and 
think over each one of the topics of 
the letter in order to make such re- 
ply as historical truth and the dignity 
of our people force upon us.” 

There was much speculation on the 
possibility of Gov.

As a matter of fact, the governor 
already has given what is generally cone 
sidered as tantamount to an announcé@e 
ment when he approved a sample ballot 
sent to him from Michigan. His cone 
sent is not necessary to the filing of 
his name in that State, where he will 
be unopposed, but the sample ballot 
was submitted to him with the request 
that he certify the correctness of his 
name. This he did. 

But a definite announcement has 
been determined upon to meet the site 
uation in South Dakota and Oregon 
and to a lesser degree in California. 
Definite expressions from him are 
necessary if his name is to be placed 
on the ballot in these States. 

Must Allow Use of Name, 


Senator Walsh’s entrance in Oregon 
compels the New York governor to aé- 
sent to the filing of his name, else the 
State will go by default. In South Da- 
kota the governor’s friends already have 
obtained control of the machinery as- 
suring him the delegation from that 
State if his name is entered in the 
pr.mary, but it must be entered with 
his consent.

PLAN TO CHANGE NAME 
’ OF BETHESDA FOUGHT 


L. A. Gilbert, Accused of For- 
gery in Montgomery, Freed 
on $1,000 Bond. 


The Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission at a meet- 
ing yesterday approved recommenda- 
tions of J. Bond Smith, counsel of the 
commission, and Robert B. Morse, chief 
engineer of the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission, that the Potomac 
River from the District line to a point 
above Great Falls be developed for both 
power and park purposes. 

The commission also approved the in- 
vestigation being made by the United 
States Army Engineer Corps and the 
National Capital Park and Planning 
Conimission with the object of ascer- 
taining if it is possible to develop both 
power and parks. 

Smith, in his recommendation, 
pointed out that “this joint develop- 
ment would result in the protection of 
the scenic beauties of the gorge of the 


Potomac River and Great Falls and 43% 
the same time permit utilization of the 
power site with attending beneficial ic- } 
sults to Montgomery County and to} 
Maryland, including a large increase 1n 
assessable basis resulting from the di- 
rect addition of the new propcrty to 
the assessable basis, as well as indirectly 
through enhancement of property val- 
ues adjacent to the power or park pro- 
ject.” 

In his recommendation, Smith makes | 
an indirect plea for the granting by 
the Federal Power Commission of 3a 
preliminary . power permit to the 
Potomac River Corporation which would 
permit that corporation to make &@ sur- 
vey of the proposed power site and 
means of distributing the power gen- 
erated. Should the preliminary permit 
be granted, and the survey of the cor- 
poration be satisfactory, it would be tn 
line for the Federal Power Commission 
to grant the Potomac River Corporation 
a permanent permit. 

Col. Charles Keller, former engineer 
commissioner of the District, and now 
an official of the Potomac River Corp- 
oration. has said that the power gen- 
erated by the proposed plant at Great 
Falls would not be used to any great 
extent in Washington and its suburbs 
by reason of the fact that the Potomac 
Electric Power Co. is supplying adequate 
power under contracts and franchises | 
that would prevent the Great Falls 
plant from being a serious contender 
for business in the Potomac Electric 
Power Co.’s territory. Keller said the 
proposed plant would be obliged to} 
look elsewhere for its revenue from 
power.

“RELIEF FOR EMERGENCY OFFICERS. 


The House should have no quarrel with the | 


Tyson bill, which has just passed the Senate 
for the third time, providing for the retirement 
of emergency officers who suffered not less 
than 30 per cent disability as the result of in- 
juries sustained in the line of duty. Enactment 
of the measure will do no more than simple 
justice to men who served their country bravely 
and efficiently during the World War. 

The principal objection has come from men 
who have felt that emergency officers were not 
entitled to the same retirement privileges ex- 
tended to members of the regular establish- 
ment. The argument has been that regular 
army officers are given retirement privileges 
because they have surrendered the opportuni- 
ties which might have come to them in civil 
‘life. It can hardly be said, however, that 
emergency officers who were disabled in the 
war have not made a surrender. In almost 
every instance the men who went whole and 
sound from civil life into the army and came 
out invalids have had to surrender many oppor- 
tuhities. 

The bill as it now reads has been amended so 
as°to include within its provisions officers of 
the Navy and Marine Corps. The change only 
makes the proposal the more acceptable. When 
the need existed these men served as faithfully 
as any others. There were no distinctions in 
the time of war. There should be none in times 
of peace. A nation which is glad to aid stricken 
officers of the regular army should not refuse 
th® same assistance to men who answered the 
cafl in the time of danger.

The Senate has passed and sent to the 
House the Norris resolution, a piece of legisla- 
tion that is without parallel in its possibilities 
for the distribution of pork. Can the House 
withstand this temptation? 

Under the Norris resolution the Secretary 
of Agriculture is set up in business as a fer- 
tilizer manufacturer, with authority to bulld a 
fertilizer factory in every one of the con- 
gressional districts. The resolution does not

LORD CECIL WASTES HIS TIME. 


Viscount Cecil, eminent British statesman 
and protagonist of the League of Nations, 
enumerates in detail ‘‘the reasons why Ameri- 
ca is so unpopular in Europe” in the course of 
an article in Foreign Affairs. The three major 
causes of the resentment which he says that 
Europeans feel against the United States are 
the war debts, the failure of the United States 
to enter the League of Nations, and the refusal 
of this Government to accept the Armenian 
mandate. 

It is no new story that Viscount Cecil re- 
lates. Thinking persons in this country now 
realize that the United States obtained little 
out of the war and the making of peace except 
new and intensified dislike. It is, however, as 
hard for persons here to understand the feel- 
ing in Europe as it appears for Europeans to 
get our point of view. Americans can not 
help but feel that the settlement of the war 
debts was made on a just and generous basis. 
They fail to understand the apparent desire 
of the debtor nations to write these obliga- 
tions off without any repayment. As for the 
League of Nations and mandates, the Ameri- 
can people have shown their aversion to both 
so unmistakably that there is no longer room 
for discussion of such points.

ST. PATRICK'S DAY. 


Not to the dwellers in Ircland alone, nor to 
the whole Irish race far-flung in every land be- 
neath the sun, but also to many other countries 
and"to many other peoples, has St. Patrick's 
Day a special significance. In the history of 
mankind the missions are but few that have 
borne such magnificent fruits as that which 
in the year 432 was intrusted to Patrick by 
Celestine. Patrick found in pagan Ireland an 
advanced civilization and a high state of cul- 
ture, ripe for the doctrine he taught and quick 
to embrace the practices he recommended. 

The lessons of Christianity, added to the 
already existing national enlightenment, soon 
produced wonderful effects in the fifth, sixth, 
seventh and eighth centuries until, in the words 
of Montalembert, ‘Ireland was then regarded 
by all Christian Europe as the principal centre 
of knowledge and piety,” and, as the English 
historian, Green, put it, the famous Trish 
schools, like Durrow and Armagh, became “the 
universities of the West.’’ These schools turned

A little 
ash, made by burning lettuce or cab- 
bage, can be mixed with the milk: or, 
even better still, a little ash made by 
burning liver can be added, Or, simpler 
still, a little dried and powdered liver 
or vegetables can be added in the same 
way and the same effect will be pro- 
duced, 

Doubtless all sorte of ways of prepar- 
ing mixtures of liver and milk, or vege- 
tables and milk, will shortly appear. 

Finally, we may get back to where we 
always have been—namely: The use of 
liver and milk, soups, and vegetable and 
milk soups.

ly in this way than the Navy probably 
would use them. 

The Dallinger proposal precipitated 
a sharp debate, and was opposed by 
Chairman Butler of the naval com- 
mittee and Chairman Madden of the 
appropriations committee, the latter 
arguing that it probably would cost 
$1,000,000 more per ship to have the 
work done by navy yards. On the other 
hand, Letts, an Iowa Republican, and 
Bland, of Virginia, and Black, of New 
York, both Democrats, supported Dal- 
linger’s position. 

Black then offered as an amendment 
the 71 new warship construction pro- 
gram originally submitted by Secro- 
tary Wilbur. This was turned down 
by an overwhelming chorus of noes 
He then chided the Republicans at the 
failure of a single member of that party 


to support the Naval Secretary's recom- 


mendations, which were represented at 
the time of their submission to Con- 
gress as being in line with the fiscal 
program of President Coolidge. 


Wilbur’s Presence Protested. 


Preceding the voting on amendments, 
the House consumed four or more hours 
in debate, a part of which touched upon 
the propriety of Secretary Wilbur's 
presence on the floor Thursday. Blan- 
ton reopened this controversy by de- 
claring that the people of Alabama 
should return Representative Huddle- 
ston, a Democrat, to Congress until “his 
children’s children had grandchildren” 
for protesting against Mr. Wilbur's 
presence. 

The Texan also denied statements 
that Josephus Daniels, Secretary of the 
Navy in the Wilson Cabinet, had ever 
been on the floor while bills affecting 
the Navy Department were under con- 
sideration, and added that he noticed 
Mr. Wilbur had not decided to return 
yesterday. 

Blanton's outburst brought two Re- 
publicans, Wolverton of New Jersey, and 
Hudson of Michigan, to the defense of 
the Naval Secretary, both declaring that 
Cabinet Members under House rules 
were entitled to appear on the floor 
and that they regretted Mr. Wilbur 
had been attacked for exercising this 
privilege. 

Regarding the program itself, final 
shots were fired from the camps of both 
supporters and opponents. Representa- 
tive Vinson, of Georgia, ranking Demo- 
crat on the naval committee, contended 
that if the Geneva parley had 6uc- 
ceeded, those opposing the bill would 
not now be raising their voices in pro- 
test. 

Yet this program, he said, represents 
the original American proposal at the 
Geneva gathering and it also represen's 
the minimum tonnage needed by the 
United States. No agreement, he pre- 
dicted, will find the American Govern- 
ment seeking a figure below that pro- 
posed. 


Building Competition Denied. 


The proposed construction plus that 
now authorized, he continued, would 
cause an increase of $73,000,000 an- 
nually in excess of present naval ex~ 
penditures.

When word of the rejection of the 
McCoy bill reached the Capital this 
week it brought forth from official 
quarters a blunt statement that the 
Washington Government was deter- 
mined to go through with the Stimson 
plan, but no suggestion of what steps 
would be taken. The State Department 
would make no comment on today’s 
marine orders. 

The two additional battalions will 
bring the total number of United 
States forces in Nicaragua to 3,700, the 
greatest number ever to operate in 
that country at one time. Should the 
marine force be unable to cope 
with the situation, about 1,500 blue- 
jackets and marines on board five 
cruisers in Nicaraguan waters will be 
available for shore duty. 

Secretary Wilbur anticipated no dif- 
ficulty in providing the additional 
troops, although the marine posts al- 
ready have been drained to meet the 
Chinese and Nicaraguan situations. 
The greater part of the detachment 
will be taken from the ships of the 
scouting fleet and from Atlantic and 
Pacific Coast posts. Plans for depar- 
ture have not yet been perfected, but 
it was announced that. the troops 
would be rushed to Nicaragua as rap- 
idly as possible, some ~~ within 
a few days.

GIVIL SERVICE FOR CITY 
IS FAVORED AT HEARING 


Brown Intimates That District 
Heads Are Blocking Efforts 
to Establish System. 


TWO OTHER MEN TESTIFY 


The agitation begun 30 years ago to 
place District of Columbia employes 
under civil service rules was renewed 
yesterday at a hearing before the Gib- 
son investigating subcommittee of the 
House District committee. At present 
only policemen and firemen have to 
take civil service examinations. 


Three men appeared before the sub- 
committee to urge that District em- 
ployes be placed in the civil service 
system. They were Herbert D. Brown, 
chief of the United States Bureau of 
Efficiency; George R. Wales, a member 
of the Civil Service Commission, and 
H. E. Kaplen, of New York, a member 
of the legislative council of the Civil 
Service Reform League. 

Brown intimated the District Com- 
missioners were blocking efforts to place 
District employes under the civil service 
rules. One of his investigators, he said. 
sought to see the Commissioners and 
tell them they had the power to put 
the civil service rules into effect with- 
out legislation, but that the city heads 
refused him a conference. 

Representative Hammer (Democrat).
